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Revenue Shortfall Slices PBCC’s Operating Budget 


In response to a drastic decrease in 
actual revenues received by the state 
to fund education, Florida's 28 
Community Colleges have been forced 
to make severe cuts in their operating 
budgets for the current academic year. 
PBCC's share of the budget cut is 
$1,096,415. This is a substantial 
reduction in the original 1990-1991 
operating budget which was 
$21,893,293. In the face of 
tremendous increases in student 
enrollment, these drastic reductions 
place an even greater strain on 
PBCC’s limited financial resources. 


To meet the budget cut, PBCC has 
reduced expenditures on supplies, 
instructional equipment, library 
services, travel, Lifelong Learning 
programs and staff and program 
development opportunities. In addition, 
hours of operation and Saturday 
classes are being reduced. 

The number of class sections offered 
on all campuses is also reduced for 
winter term, and a corresponding 
reduction has been made in adjunct 
faculty. A hiring freeze has been 
implemented for all positions except 
those directly included in classroom 
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PBCC has experienced skyrocketing enrollment during the past five years, 
exceeding 46,000 students in 1990. 


PBCC Adopts Tayke

During a ceremony held on January 5, 
Tayke, the Florida panther at the Dreher 
Park Zoo, was officially named as 
PBCC’s representative mascot. The 
event, which was part of Environmental 
Awareness Day at the zoo, included 
unveiling a large Palm Beach 
Community College sign in front of the 
Florida panther’s enclosure. 

PBCC’s Student Government 
Association (SGA) co-hosted 
Environmental Awareness Day to draw 
public attention to the need to protect 
the endangered species. 

Dennis DeMarois, Central Campus 
SGA president, said, "This is a kick-off 
to a schedule of environmental 
programs to be held at all PBCC 
campuses during the month of February. 
We also plan to offer commemorative 
tee shirts in the PBCC bookstores 
during February." 

In addition, donations are being 
solicited by SGA representatives to fund 
Florida panther educational exhibits and 
programs at the College and the Dreher 
Park Zoo. Contributions will also be 
divided with the panther recovery 


program of the Florida Game and Fresh 
Water Fish Commission. 

Sponsors for PBCC’s special ceremony 
and the environmental programs 
included Baron Sign Company, Florida 
Power & Light, Pratt & Whitney, Publix, 
Servicemaster-Food Management 
Division and WRMF. 

The selection of Tayke, the Dreher 
Park Zoo’s Florida panther, as PBCC’s 
new representative mascot was initiated 
by the College’s External Marketing 
Committee and the PBCC Student 
Government Association. The 
recommendation was made to 
symbolize the College's concern for the 
environment and to create an image of 
strength for student groups.

instruction and guidance counseling. 
Overtime has been eliminated except 
in emergency situations. 

The rapid influx of students and 
budget shortfalls have stretched 
community college facilities and 
resources beyond their capabilities. 
PBCC and the other Florida 
Community Colleges are facing a 
funding crisis unequaled in the history 
of the system. 

Over 964,000 students were enrolled 
in Florida’s Community Colleges 
during 1988-89. During 1990-91, 
approximately 25,000 FTE (full-time 
equivalent) students (100,000 students 
in unduplicated headcount) are being 
served by the community college 
system without funding from the state. 

To put this in context, the fall 1990 
enrollment for the University of Florida 
was 25,389 FTE students. 
Comparatively speaking, the Florida 
Community College System is being 
made to serve the equivalent of a 
major university with absolutely no 
1 funding. 

To ignore the fiscal needs of the 


Florida Community College System 
has far-reaching implications for each 
citizen of this state. 

According to PBCC President Edward 
M. Eissey, "It is time that the 
legislature makes funding for 
community colleges a priority. The 
community colleges should be funded 
on the same formula as the state 
universities." 

Eissey, along with other Florida 
Community College presidents, will be 
asking the legislature to reconsider 
current funding formulas. Presently, 
PBCC and other Florida Community 
Colleges receive appropriations based 
on a three-year average of enrollment 
increases. The proposed formula 
(currently used for university funding) 
would be based on prior year 
enrollment figures, representing a 
more equitable base. 

Palm Beach Community College will 
also ask the legislature to approve a 
$1.2 million special bill to upgrade the 
College’s main frame computer which 
.is presently operating at 95 perc^||& 
its capacity.

In the past 18 months, significant changes have occurred on the Glades Campus. Among these changes are 
consistent increases in enrollment from term-to-term. Courses are novi/ also offered at Wellington High School, 
and PBCC Glades is computerizing its library resources for easy access. The campus is moving to\«ard greater 
educational efficiency v^rith the renovation of two instructional centers, the Center for Personalized Instruction 
(CPI) and the Computer Center.

SUPPORT NURSING 
PROGRAM AT 
GLADES CAMPUS 

Both Everglades Memorial Hospital in 
Pahokee and Glades General Hospital 
in Belle Glade proudly support the 
nursing program at the Glades 
Campus of Palm Beach Community 
College. The Chronic Medical-Surgery 
class is being held at Glades General 
while Pediatric Nursing is offered at 
Everglades Memorial. 

First offered on the Glades Campus 
during winter term of 1987-88, the 
program currently has five students. 
Approximately 30 students are 
currently enrolled in pre-nursing 
courses, and that number grows each 
term. 

According to Glades General Director 
of Nursing Mary Weeks, "We are so 
happy to see the PBCC Glades 
Campus offering the nursing program. 


By participating in this program, the 
nursing staff at Glades General has a 
chance to observe prospective nurses 
and offer them an opportunity to be 
employed at Glades General after 
graduation. The nurses who graduate 
from the PBCC program are some of 
the best we have on staff." 

Michele Young, a student currently 
enrolled in the nursing program, 
states, "I have wanted to pursue a 
career in nursing for a long time. When 
my husband Rich and I moved to the 
Glades, I was elated to learn the 
College offered a nursing program in 
which I could get most of my courses 
and avoid driving to the coast." 

The Glades Campus hopes to 
expand this program, offering more 
courses in the nursing program in the 
future and eventually making it 
possible for a student to take all 
courses in the Glades area. 

The nursing program receives further 
support from the two area hospitals in 
the form of scholarships. Both 
hospitals also offer the 20/40 program 
to students in the nursing program. 


Students work 20 hours per week, are 
paid for 40 and agree to become an 
employee upon graduation. 


CENTER FOR 
PERSONALIZED 
9 INSTRUCTION IS 
RENOVATED 

The Center for Personalized 
Instruction (CPI) Lab at the Glades 
Campus has undergone significant 
changes and remodeling. It has been 
relocated to a newly-renovated area, 
the Learning Center, which contains 
the CPI Lab, the computer network 
center and a classroom/workshop area. 
The CPI Lab functions are to identify 
problem areas in learning for students 
and to provide the necessary 
resources to help students overcome 
those difficulties. All students at the 
Glades Campus have access to 
individualized programs in the CPI Lab 
including the assistance of tutors, 
computer-assisted tutorials and video 
workshops. Students consult with the 
CPI coordinator, and a program is 
devised to address their needs. 
Students enrolled in the College 
Level Academic Skills Test (CLAST) 
review course use the lab for all of 
their instruction before sitting for 
CLAST. 

Similarly, students from the Glades 
Correctional Institution and others who 
wish to improve their Test of Adult 
Basic Education (TABE) results enroll 
and use remediation programs devised 
for them in the lab. 

Examples of courses designed to 
meet the needs of specific students 
are College Survival Skills, 

Overcoming Math Anxiety and Critical 
Thinking. 

Through all programs and courses, 
CPI’s major goal is to develop 
students’ abilities to "teach 
themselves" and thereby become 
successful in academic pursuits. 


The College sees endless potential in 
the new CPI/Learning Center, not only 
for students but also for the community 
at large. In the future, the Colleg^^ 
intends to offer remote access tcifl| 
campus computer tor academic 
computer courses. This will be 

especially useful fur private enterprises 

and institutions such as the Glades 
Correctional Institution. 

The College also intends to est^^^ 
remote access capabilities (via 
personal computer and local telephone 
number) to allow students, faculty and 
staff access to the campus network 
from a remote location, for example 
home. This would give students 
access to designated academic 
software from the comfort of their 
home surroundings, thus furthering 
one of the goals of the College to "take 
the community college to the 
community."

PBCC Glades holds annual golf 
tournaments to raise scholarship 
monies for students who attend the 
Glades Campus. This year’s 
tournament, held at the Belle Glade 
Country Club on October 27, was the 
most successful in the four years the 
tournament has been held, raising 
more than $5,000 in scholarship funds.

Since his appointment, Elderd has 
made Palm Beach County the first 
county in Florida to be officially 
certified by the State of Florida as 
"camera ready." The Film Office offers 
producers and directors "one stop 
permitting" which is considered most 
advantageous tor attracting filmmakers 
to the area. Elderd puts together local 
public and private agencies to meet 
the requirements of film producers who 
are interested in filming in Palm Beach 
County. 

In spite of Elderd’s success and his 
current opportunities to "do lunch" with 
some of Hollywood's finest producers 


and directors, he still finds time to do 
volunteer work for PBCC. In addition 
to his appointment as Alumni 
president, Elderd is currently a 
member of the Palm Beach 
Community College External 
Marketing Committee and was 
involved in the update of the College’s 
colors, selection of logo and sunrey for 
a new PBCC mascot.

She is as much a part of the fabric of 
that community as the rich soil that has 
made Belle Glade a veritable 
agricultural cornucopia. 

Fleming and Frances Rutledge made 
a life for themselves and their daughter 
Frances (named after her mother and 
grandmother Frances Lucille) in Belle 
Glade after the town recovered from 
the devastation of the tempest that left 
hundreds dead. Growing up in this 
rural community, Frances, later to be 
known as Dolly, attended Belle Glade 
High School. 

According to Dolly, she never once 
considered living any place else other 
than Belle Glade, save for the years 
she spent In Deland, where she 
earned her degree in law from Stetson 
University. Upon her return home, 

Dolly began working for her father’s 
real estate business and subsequently, 
met and married Homer Hand. 

For Dolly Hand, Belle Glade Is 
everything a hometown should be. In 
her words, the people are friendly, 
down-to-earth, hard-working and kind. 

Maybe that is why she has become 
one of the community’s biggest 
benefactors. She gives tirelessly of her 
time and of herself. 

Attempting to describe Dolly is a 
battle of contradictions. While some 
woi^claim she is a woman of 
p. ^^e, most would argue that it is a 
priv^e to know her. On a recent 
outing, she spotted some activity 
arouncnhe small lake in front of the 
College’s theater. It turned out that 
wildjife officials were trying to trap two

great role model," Johnson 
remembers. "I’ll never forget how 
honored I was when he asked me to 
serve as Alumni Association president 
after I had graduated. He was, and 
always will be, a credit to the College." 
Johnson grew up in Lake Worth and 
was a four-letter man at Lake Worth 
High School. He remembers PBCC 
when it was just a small college and 
feels that "the growth of Palm Beach 
Community College is reflective of the 
growth of the community." 

He is presently on the-board of 
directors of PBCC’s Alumni 
Association and considers the College 
to be the county’s leading institution of 
higher education. 

While Johnson has watched the 
College grow, he’s also watched his 
friend Ed Eissey grow as well. Eissey, 
PBCC’s third president, played on the 
same semi-professional basketball 
team with Johnson during their college 
years. "I’m proud of Ed’s 
accomplishments and even prouder of 
the College he's so dedicated to 
serving." 

Judge Thomas Johnson has made 
the pursuit of law and order his lifelong 
career. He understands the critical 
importance of honesty in a society that 
has seen a tremendous upswing in 
crime. But through it all, Johnson 
upholds the law and makes certain 
that justice is served. 


"Your honor, I object. I fail to see the 
relevancy of opposing counsel's 
argument..." He’s not Judge Wapner 
and this isn’t LA. Law, but for Circuit 
Court Judge Thomas "Tom" Johnson, 
it was life on the beach before this 
legal eagle made the bench his career. 

Dressed in his court robe, Johnson 
cuts an imposing figure on the bench. 
Yet, his demeanor is relaxed and 
jovial. His obvious sense of humor 
borders, at times, on the mischievous 


and prevails throughout his photo 
shoot. However, once court is called to 
session, he is all business. 

Presiding over major court cases in 
Palm Beach County for 15 years, 
Johnson has served as both State 
Attorney and Senator. He and his wife 
Audrey of thirtysomething years (he 
says smiling) met on the Lake Worth 
Beach where Johnson was a life guard 
after returning home from duty in the 
Marine Corps. 


Eventually, Johnson would attend law 
school at the University of Miami and 
settle in Palm Beach County where he 
and Audrey would raise their family. 

The Johnsons have five boys who 
make the Judge’s face light up 
whenever he speaks of them. Like 
their father, all of Johnson’s five sons 
are graduates of Palm Beach 
Community College, and three of them 
followed in dad’s legal footsteps. Joe, 
Bill and Bob are all practicing 
attorneys, while sons Tom, Jr. and 
John pursued careers outside of the 
courtroom. 

Son Bob, who is the Assistant State 
Attorney and contemplates a career on 
the bench himself, speaks highly of his 
father’s dedication to the legal 
profession. "He’s a great judge... and I 
really believe that part of this is 
because he pays attention to the law 
and not the pressures exerted on the 
court system by the media." 

Johnson’s ties to the College have 
remained strong, and his memories as 
a student include Watson B. Duncan’s 
class. "He’s a great instructor. 1 really 
enjoyed his class...even the English 
Literature," he says laughing. 

Johnson also remembers former 
Vice President Emeritus of Student 
Affairs Paul J. Glynn. Glynn, founder of 
PBCC’s Alumni Association, was the 
College’s athletic director when 
Johnson was a student. "He was a

alligators that had taken up residence 
in the lake since the drought had dried 
up their natural habitat. Undaunted by 
the lack of a paved road, Dolly gassed 
the car that she drives like a 
four-wheel drive jeep right up to the 
lake’s edge. Rolling down the window, 
many of those gathered greeted 
her...’Afternoon Mrs. Hand.’ It would 
seem virtually everyone knows her. 
After making sure no one was injured 
and that everything was alright, she 
pulled the car around the lake and 
back onto the road. 

Indeed, Dolly is always in the driver’s 
seat when it comes to her own life. 
When she enters a room, she makes 
an impression, a statement. 
Sophisticated elegance, an 
obvious confidence that only a 
few women ever truly achieve. 

The French call it chic. For Dolly, 
it is simply a matter of fact. 

Whether she is attending a PBCC 
trustees meeting or volunteering 
her time during elections at the 
Glades fire house, Dolly is always 
conscious of those around her. 

Many would expect a woman of 
her position to be standoffish. Not 
Dolly. 

An alumnae of PBCC and a 
former College trustee for 16 
years, Dolly was honored for her 
philanthropic efforts when the 
College’s Glades Campus 
Cultural Arts Center was named 
In her honor. "I remember the day 
like it was yesterday," Hand says. 

"Dr. Eissey (PBCC’s president) 
and I were driving up to the 
theater, and he kept asking 
me...’well, what do you see?’ and 


I kept saying, I don’t see anything." I 
was just so surprised when I realized 
that he was talking about my name 
being on front of the building...it was, 
and always will be, a wonderful honor." 

While the College and local 
community have recognized Dolly’s 
outstanding contributions to education, 
her efforts have also attracted 
statewide attention. Dolly was the 
recipient of the 1989 Bob Graham 
Community College Distinguished 
Service Award from the Florida Junior 
Colleges Student Government 
Association and in that same year, 
received the Southern Regional 
Trustee Leadership Award from the 


Association of Community College 
Trustees. 

Dolly, Belle Glade’s Citizen of the 
Year in 1977, is a woman who spends 
her time helping others. According to 
her long-time friend and former 
Provost of the PBCC Glades Campus 
Mary Orsenigo, she is "the warmest, 
most genuine and sincere woman in 
the world. Dolly is kind to everybody... 
she sees the good in people and 
works to make everyone’s lives in the 
Glades as happy and prosperous as 
possible." 

She is, without doubt, the First Lady 
of the Glades.

Three grants totaling $261,685 have 
been awarded to PBCC to fund 
education training partnerships with 
Northern Telecom, Pratt & Whitney 
and United Technologies Optical 
Systems. The Business Development 
Board of Palm Beach County assisted 
PBCC in the application for the grants. 
Sunshine State Skills grants are 
offered through the Florida Community 
College System to provide training for 
new, expanding or diversifying 
companies in an effort to stimulate the 
economy. 

The partnership requires that the 
employer match the grant in an 
amount that is equal to or greater than 
the grant amount. The match can be in 
the form of dollars, personnel 
expenses, travel, equipment, 
materials, supplies, a facility or other 
in-kind services. 

The PBCC/Northern Telecom grant 
will fund the College’s Instructional 
Design Center (IDC) for the 
development and advanced training for 
operator certification in the 
manufacturing of printed circuit boards. 
A PBCC/Pratt & Whitney Sunshine 
State Skills grant will be used to create 
interactive video instruction modules 
for teaching engineering drawing 
interpretation. 

In addition, a third grant was awarded 
foi^^ining partnership between 
PB^PdC and United Technologies 
Optical Systems. The funds will be 
used to develop training for advanced 
drafting, design, layout and 
management of drafting procedures in 
thdfljpufacturlng process.
